DOCTOR JOHNSON'S ADDIESS

Facing an audience that taxed the 
opera house to its capacity tbe class of 
'01 of the Cushoeton high school be- 
gan tbe voyage of life Thursday even- 
ing. It was a pretty commencement 
exercise, and the program was passed 
through without accident. 
The stage was decked out in crimson 
hangings and a bank of ferns and palms 
hid the foot lights from view, while 
other ferns and palms were so arrang- 
ed as*to present aplessing picture.The 
members of the class were grouped in 
such manner as to remove all sem- 
blance of stillness or ceremonv, and 
they looked well 
as they quietly 
walked in and took tbe places as- 
signed them. Preceded by pretty 
M iss Martha Adams and equally pret- 
ty Miss Alice fiiggs, they were 
indeed a well-dressed party of young 
people, such as might be selected from 
the rising generation in Coshocu n 
at any time. They were ideal repre- 
sentatives of the public schools of the 
city. 


Tbe strains of an inspiring march 


by the Sbepler-Xewtori orchestra were 
dying away when Rev. Mr. Sever, of 
the Baptist church walked to the 
f runt and raised bis hand. The en 
tire audience arose, and briefly but 
earnestly he asked

chestra was followed by the salutatory 
by Frank B Selby. In illustration of 
what opportunities were held in this 
treat country be brought the poor boy 
rotu Scotland and showed his steady 
advancement to the position be now 
iclds as the greatest iron master in 
the world.

Earnestly 
and almost with enthusiasm he spoke 
n a frank and open manner of his 
class, saying that its start in life was 
n the most auspicious circumstances 
and hoping that when tbe end came 
t would be with the words for every 
ife "Well done, well spent." 
It was a carefully finished produc- 


tion, and when Mr.'Selby sat down it 
was to hear the hearty applause of a 
veil pleased audience,. Bur, that was 
ended by a burst of orchestral music, 
and when it had passed James Glenn, 
a member of the board of education, 
made the announcement that Miss 
ennie S. Williams, the valadictcrian 


of tbe class, was not there to deliver 
her production. 
Death had cast- a 


shadow on this happy time, and she 
bad asked to be excused. " He then 
introduced Rev. Dr. Jesse Johnson, 
president of Muskinfrum college, as 
the speaker of the evening. 


President Johnson, dressed in busi- 
ness suit and showing no mark of his 
profession other than a white tie. had 
spoken only a few minutes before his 
hearers found they were listening to 
that plain common sense so essential 
wben matters pertain ing to education 
are presented- For almost 45 minutes 
he talked clearly and with a knowledge 
of human character that showed itself 
m'every sentence of his address. 


He dwelt upon the importance of 


commencement exercises and con- 
demned the paragraphers who find 
some pleasantry at the expense of the 
graduate. Commencements, he said, 
are purifying, ennobling 
and up- 


ulLing. and he cailed upon the patriot 
to look upon the thousands of high 
school graduates and the hundreds of 
thousands of people, who were assem- 
bled at that moment, to lift his band 
to heaven and swear renewed alle- 
giance to a country that could main- 
tain such an institution. 
He would 


have 
the pessimist see and beg 
God's 
pardon for ever thinktng 
that. He bad abdicated and the devil 
sat on bis throae- 
The speaker expressed the belief 
tbe world is getting better because of 
the public schools, and impressed up- 
on bis hearer* the necessity of at- 
tempting sotnetb ing. He defined what 
he styled the bignead where a man 
overestimates his ability, and the lit- 
tle bead where a man underestimates 
it. To his mind one is as bad as the 
other. 


Doctor Johnson believes in the effi- 
cacy of good, hard work. Labor does 
not conquer all things, but it con- 
quers all things that can be conquered. 
I"be worl^':> greatest work, he declared, 
is not done by the brilliant, who reach 
a desired end with ease,but by average 
men and women who work. Denms- 
thenes was not a bora orator, nor is 
Edison a brilliant mathematician. He 
wouid have the young people catch 
tlie inspiration of these magniScent 
Lines. Modernscience is making the 
worid one great neighborhood and its 
peopie one great brotherhood. 
He 


poiuted out the great-ness of little 
ttiincs, and made the statement that 
success depended on a thousand »f 
thes»e little things having no cr.nnec-

London, June 7.—After a. Ions and 


somewhat embittered discussion of 
the policy of tike war office in buying 
horses for use in South Africa, the 
house of commons, by a vote of 159 to 
CO, voted the sum of £15,779,000 for 
transports and remounts. Sir Blun- 
dell 
Maple. Conservative, asserted 


that British officers who had been 
sent to Hungary and Austria had pur- 
chased broken down animals at er- 
travajgant prices and divided with the 
sellers the price charged the British 
government above the actual cost. He 
demanded the appointment of a com- 
mute of inquiry. The war secretary 
Defended the good quality of horses 
bought abroad. 


i^ord Staniey, financial secretary of 


Ihe war office, said an inquiry would 
be made into the matter, and he be- 
lieved that the accusations of corrup- 
tion brought against British officers 
would be disproved. 


Mr. Brodc-rick. the war secretary, 


said the war office paid for horses in 
England £42, in Canada £30, and in 
Australia, the United States and Hun- 
gary from £20 to £25. 


Later in the discussion Mr. Broder- 


ick said a telegram had just reach^ 
him from Lord Kitchener announcing 
that between 50.000 and 60,000 troops 
were now suitably mounted. The war 
secretary defended the good quality 
of the horses bought abroad.

WHAT WAS SAID TO THE DELEGATES 


Professor i ubbs Dropped. 


Salina, Kan.. June 7.—The trustees 


of the Kansas Wesleran university 
refused to re-elect Professor F. D. 
Tubbs to the chair of natural science, 
which he has held rwo years. The 
cause of dismissal is what is known 
among the 
Methodist 
clergy as 


"higher criticism" of the Bible, a mild 
phrase for heresy. No formal charges 
are preferred against Dr- Tubbs. The 
trustees suaply left iiim out when 
making up the faculty for the coming 
year. The students circulated a peti- 
tion of remonstrance against the fac- 
ulty's action. After the exercises the 
audience was requested to remain, 
and several students, some of whom 
are preachers, made fiery speeches 
demading an explanation. It was 
stated the matter was in the hands of 
the executive committee, to which the 
students will present their demands. 


CoaOdeatlal letter of Senator Platt 


Was Publiihed la Cuba—L'ltfavatam 
Ha* Klaally KeaekMl Havana and 
Will Be Submitted to the Constitu- 
tional Convention at Once. , 
Washington, June 7.—Interest cen- 


ters in the complicated state of affairs 
•which exists with reference to Cuba, 
and reports show that Cubans thi-m- 
seSves have a diversity of opinions. 


In view of representations made in 


Havana regarding the interpretation 
of the Plait amendment given by the 
secretary of war to the Cuban com- 
G5tis£i«n<>r£. it can be stated author! 
tojvely that the secretary did not de- 
v ate from the declaration that the 
president and himself had no powe.- 
to change an act of congress. It i.-, 
said here that the amendments which 
the Cuban convention made to the 
Platt proviso and the incorporation of 
conversations with Secretary Root did 
not represent his views of the amend- 
ment nor was he correctly quoted iu 
the alleged statements. Some sur- 
prise was expressed that a confiden- 
tial letter written by Senator Plan 
should appear in prim in Havana. 


Among the reports given out in Ha- 


vana is the translation of a letter of 
Senator Plait, written to secretary cf 
war, and furnished as a conSdentia! 
document to the Cuban commission- 
ers when they were here. This letter 
briefly gives the views of the Con- 
necticut senator on some features of 
the act which bears his name. Sur- 
prise was expressed that the letter 
should appear in print in Havana. 


A dispatch from Havana announces 


that Secretary Root's official letter of 
instructions, after a delay of several 
days, had finally arrived and would 
be submitted to the Cuban conven- 
tion todav. 


To Be Investigated. 


Washington. 
June 
T.—A naval 


board of inquiry will be assembled at 
San Francisco to investigate the ex- 
plosion in the nava! powder magazine 
at the Mare Island navy yard. Ad- 
mirai O'Neill of the bureau of ord- 
nance has not yet been 
officially 


advised of the explosion. The maga- 
zine at San Francisco is the only one 
on -the Pacific coast and has a large 
capacity in order to supply the ships 
in Pacific waters. Fortunately, how- 
ever, all projectiles and ammunition 
are kept in detached buildings, so 
that the damage to the powder is not 
expected to result in a total loss of 
ammunition. 


Lutherans Adjourn. 


Des Moines. June 7.—The general 


synod of the Evangelical Lutheran 
church, which has been in session in 
this city the past 10 days, completed 
its work and adjourned sine die. The 
time and place of next meeting was 
left for the executive officers to de- 
cide. Baltimore and San Francisco 
will probably extend invitations. The 
Mublenbnrg mission in South Africa 
was left with the board of missions 
for final disposition. It probably will 
be abandoned- The question of estab- 
lishing a church paper was decided in 
the negative.
